SHANGHAI. 

Tho dates received by the present P, and O, Mail are to the 
25th ; the same date as received per French Mail, and pub- 
lished in our issue of the 5th. Advices, however, have come 
forward to the 27th by a private steamer to Hong Kong, The 
following summary of news is from the Shanghai Hecorder :— 

The monthly meeting of the Municipal Council took place 
on the 11th inst. A branch of the Shanghai local post-offies 
has been opened at Ningpo, thongh the scheme at first met 
with some opposition. ‘Che Council propose opening a general 
savings bank in Shanghai. 
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The Committee of the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce had 
an interview on the 13th with Sir Harry Parkes respecting the 
new tariff to be introduced in Japan, which, we understand, is 
to be made as nearly as possible analogous to that embodied 
in the treaty of Tientsin, and a system of drawbacks will, if 
possible, be introduced, 

The Chamber of Commerce has also recommended that the 
new dollar to be strnck at the Hong Kong Mint should have a 
fixed device. The dies for a design of Victoria have already 
been made; and as it appears unlikely that this can now be 
altered, it is not improbable that this device will be made per- 
manent and the Victoria dollar become as well known in China 
as the Carolus and Mexican. It is certainly desirable that the 
design be not changed, as by that course the valuo of the coin 
would be much lessened in the eyes of the Chinese. 

At the monthly meeting of the North China Branch of the 
Royal Asiatic Society, on the 12th, Mr, Alabaster read a very 
interesting paper upon the Buddhist Ideas of Hell, illustrated 
by variour Chinese pictures. The ideas entertained upon this 
subject bear in some instances a curious analogy to many with 
which we have long been familiar. The principle of retribu- 
tion is not the only one which is thought to be attained by 
punishment after death; but there are evident traces to be 
found of the ideas of purification and regeneration, though 
they appear to be vague, and to partake at once of the 
doctrines of purgatory and the Pythogorean doctrine of the 
transmigration of souls. Most of the notions entertained are, 
however, of an extremely materialistic nature. Mr. Kingsmill 
read some extracts from his resumé of the events during 
the year now drawing to a close; which, though it will doubt- 
less be a valuable means of reference for events, was not, we 
think, sufficiently condensed to form a paper fit to be read 
before a society. Sir Harry Parkes, after complimenting Mr. 
Kingsmill upon his paper, expressed his pleasure at the able 
manner in which the socicty had been conducted during his 
absence, and also thanked them for the address which he had 
received when in Japan. 

A notification has been issued calling attention to the fact 
that all British subjects must register themselves at the Con- 
sulate. Those who belong to the artisan class will have to 
pay $1 fee ; but others will be charged $5. This sum is cer- 
tainly rather high. 

Though business during the past fortnight has not been so 
extensive as before the departure of the mail, prices have been 
fairly maintained in the leading markets. In imports the 
market has been slightly in favour of buyers, the advices from 
home of a decline having affected the tone. There is, however, 
‘@ very sensitive feeling, and should the telegrams by next mail 
advise a rise they would no doubt produce a corresponding 
effect here. In Biack Tea there has been very little doing, 
only 22 chops having been settled. In Greens an extensive 
trade has been done, chiefly for England, 24,450 half-chests 
having been settled. In Silk there has been some activity, and 
an advance of 20 to 30 tls. per picul upon last mail’s quota- 
tions. Tn Cotton there has been a slight decline in prices. 
Supplies come forward more abundantly, but are damp and of 
inferior quality. 

RUMOURED ABOLITION OF THE FOREIGN INSPECTORATE OF 
CUSTOMS. 

A rumour has got about of an intention on the part of the 
Chinese Government to do away with the foreign element in 
the Custom-house. This report has gained some currency, 
but it would certainly appear to be without foundation, and we 
aro not surprised that little credit is attached to it. It is not 
improbable that it had its origin in the negotiations between 
Mr. Wade and Prince Kung respecting rules as to cargo 
confiscated by the Customs, the true bearing of which may 
very likely have become misunderstood by the natives. The 
first question that naturally ariscs is, what interest the Chinese 
could have in doing away with the foreign element in the 
Customs? The immediate result would be a loss of revenue 
and a recurrence to the old state of affairs before the establish- 
ment of the Inspectorate. Tariffs aud regulations would be a 
mere nate, and sinuggling become again the recognised order 
of the day. However ignorant the Chinese officials in Peking 
may be, they cannot fail to be aware of the fact that the foreign 
Tuspeetorate of Customs has been productive of bandsome 
revenue, and any desire on the part of the inferior officials to do 
away with the j.resent system iv the hope of again being able 
to enrich them .clves out of the duties, would be futile. It is 
not likely that the most ignorant of the Chinese officials can 











imagine, after the experience they have had, that such an 
establishment as the foreign Custom-house could be satisfac- 
torily conducted by Chinese without the assistance of foreigners; 
and it would, therefore, appear in the highest degree improba- 
ble that the native authorities would wish to attempt such an 
experiment. It may, however, be that the Chinese set the 
Tumour afloat with the object of gaining better terms from 
foreign Governments respecting Custom-bouse regulations. They 
may have hoped that, by hinting at overthrowing the present 
system, they would be able effectually to squash any objections 
to the establishment of such rules with regard to confiscations 
as would be in accordance with their interests. If such 
was their idea, they have certainly succeeded by obtaining 
the concessions from Mr. Wado fembodied in the four rules 
recently published. There is, however, a third bypothesis, but 
ove which we scarcely think probable, upon which this rumour 
might be accounted for, namely, that by having their indepen- 
dent jurisdiction in disputes with reference to confiscations 
recognised in the way in which it has been by the new rules, 
the Chinese authorities may have seen such an accession to 
their powers as may have led them to suppose that they can, 
without the expense of foreigners in their employ, gain all the 
advantages of an Inspectorate. We can scarcely, however, 
imagine that even the most infatuated Chinese official can have 
seriously entertained such an idea; and it would, therefore, 
seem that the rumour which bas gained currency is either 
altogether unfounded, or is only a feint of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, by which they hope to gain some other end than the one 
which they wish to represent themselves as desirous to attain. 
HONG KONG. 

The dates of the present mail are to the Ist January, or 
three days later than per French mail published in our issue 
of the Sth inst. Nothing of any importance had transpired, 
and we welcome a correspondent’s letter detailing the Canton of 
the present day, which will be found interesting. The follow- 
ing items are from the China Mail ;— 

The weather is assuming @ more determined air, and suggest- 
ing associations connected with Christmas by a temperature of 
about 60 and under. The Supreme Court has been occupied 
for two days with the disposal of the last montb’scrime. Nine 
Chinese pirates have been sentenced to death; but it is to be 
feared they may escape such a desirable consummation of their 
career by a commutation of sentence. 

We have been informed of a report being circulated to the 
effect that Captain Quin is about to resign his post of Super- 
intendent of the Police, and that Mr, Tonnochy is to be pushed 
into that office. We have no hesitation in saying that, were 
Captain Quin to resign, Mr. Tonnochy would, likely be the 
person to whom the superintendency would be offered; but 
there is, to our knowledge, no change contemplated. 

In Macao, things are going from bad to worse every day. 
The large number of ships engaged in the coolie trade, and the 
enormous amount of money offered for coolies, turn every 
honest Chinaman’s heart, and we daily hear of kidnapping and 
other outrages committed on the unprotected and unwary. In 
order to mitigate this evil, the agents for Cuba and Peru have 
lately commenced giving better chau-chaw to the coolies whilst 
in the barracoons ; and we hear that, after they are softened 
down to compliance, they are made tolerably comfortable, not 
in order to remove the stigma of slavery, but, in fact, from no 
other motive than to keep them in a good condition that they 
may fetch a high price in the market. We trust France will 
soon withdraw her protection from this nefarious traffic, when 
the whole will cease to disgrace the Christian name in China, 

We have been favoured byCaptain Mortinsen, of the Hamburg 
barque Looling, now in Amoy, with the following report :— 

On the 12th December information was forwarded to 
H.M.’s gunboat Grasshopper that a fleet of pirates were in the 
vicinity of Amoy. She accordingly got up steam, and left the 
harbour at midnight. On the 13th at 2 a.m, two hours after 
her departure, arriving in Chimmo Bay, she fell in with three 
piratical junks, and another, a trader, which had been captured 
by them. ‘he pirates fired one shot; which, however, did 
not fall near the gunboat, who replied with a shell They 
then took the water, and succeeded in reaching the shore. The 
commander of the gunboat, quickly landing his crew to pursue 
them, managed to capture nincteen of their number, about 
fifty others escaping. ‘The Grasshopper returned to Amoy the 
pext day, aud delivered the miscreants to the native authorities, 
The captain of the captured trading junk had been killed by 
the pirates during the fight, The leader of the last batch of 
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pirates captured had been flayed alive, it is said, in a most 
elaborate style. 

H.B.M.’s gunboat Opossum, Commander St. John, bas again 
‘been successful in her endeavours to quell piracy on the coast. 
In Bias Bay she captured a large piratical junk and eighteen of 
her crew, which she delivered over to the Chinese authorities. 

A new tea-clipper, named the Ariel, commanded by Captain 
Keay, late of the Falcon, arrived in harbour on the 14th Dec., 
after a very fine passage of 99 days. She is intended asa rival 
to the Fiery Cross and Serica, and will probably prove a formid- 
able competitor. Her builders are the well-known Messrs. 
Steele and Co., of Greenock. She is a beautiful model ; and, 
taking her altogether, we consider her to be the finest and 
prettiest craft we ever set our eyes upon. 

The British ship Thomas Seddon reports having had mode- 
rate weather until entering the China Sea, since which period 
she has encountered a succession of strong gales. On 
Oct, 17th, when in lat. 10.59 N., long. 96.49 E., held com- 
munication with the barque Nebuddar, from Penang bound to 
Rangoon, out 30 days; and Oct. 24th, in lat, 15.14 N., long. 
19°57 W., the ship Pei/ades, from Hong Kong bound south. 

‘The American ship Santee, while leaving the harbour, bound 
to Manile,on the 29th December, through the negligence of 
the Chinese pilot who was in charge, ran into the P. and O. 
Co.'s steamship Aden, which vessel, was lying alongside the 
Ottawa, knocked away her mizen-mast, port chain- plates, &. 
&c., and caused very considerable damage. The pilot, simulta- 
neously with the vessel’s striking, jumped overboard. The 
Santee bas anchored, awaiting the result, 

(To the Editor of the Daily Press.) 

Sir,—The following information may be of use to master mariners 
and others not acquainted with the S.W. end of Formosa. The British 
schooner Julia Ann, under my command, left Hong Kong on the 30th 
November, laden with a very valuable cargo bound to Yokobama in 
Japan. I worked up the coast as far as Breaker Point according to the 
general directions given. I then took my departure intending to go 
round the 8.W. end of Formosa, which island } sighted on the 3rd of 
December ; at 5 pu. I sighted the shipping in the harbour of Taicow. 
Steering close in shore with a depth of about 8 or 9 fathoms, as shown 
by the Rifimean’s charts of 1863 and 1864, and apparently a bold coast, 
T'was making to the anchorage as shown on the chart sbove mentioned 
inside of Cambay Island. The lead going but gave no bottom at 6 fathoms, 
when suddenly [struck on a very hard sand spit which runs off shore about 
three miles and not marked on the Rifleman'e chart of 1868, although the 
anchorage is marked about one mile off shore; now had this extensive 
sand-bank been marked oo the chart I should have saved a very’ valuable 
cargo and ship from destruction, as the vessel and nearly all of the cargo 
is totally lost.

(FROM & CORRESPONDENT.) 

In my last I undertook to give some little account of the 
present condition of Canton; and having just returned from 
that place I hasten to put my impressions concerning it upon 
paper. As I mentioned lately, the means of communication 
on the Canton River have been lately largely increased by the 
operations of the Steamship Company, formed to compete with 
the daily steamers running under the flag of Messrs, Russell 
and Co., the well-known American firm. . Two rival steamers 
now make the passage each way daily, and although the feeling 
of personal animosity displayed by Messrs. Russell and Co. has 
led to such keen competition as reminds one of scenes on tne 
the Hudson or Mississipi, the British company appear likely to 
prosper and to triumph in the long run, owing to the tact and 
good fortune of their manager and the geueral support of 
the community. A wharf is now in rapid course of construc- 
tion for the company, to facilitate the landing of goods and 
passengers, the special sanction of the local Chinese Government 
having been obtained for the purpose ; and as this is the first 
undertaking of the kind ever proposed at Canton, the con- 
cession is somewhat noteworthy, as evincing a readivess to 
depart from ancient precedents for the good of the mercantile 
gommunity. The new wharf, the construction of which is 












watched with much interest by the Chinese, abuts on the old 
factory site, the desolate condition of which I referred to in 
my last. 

Not even the ruins of the once solid and commodious hongs 
now remain upon what was once the centre of all foreign com- 
merce with China. The parallelogram of twelve or fifteen acres 
in extent, which contained during upwards of 150 years the 
seat of intercourse between the Chinese and foreign licensed 
monopolists of trade, and their successors, the merchants who 
crowded to these seas after the war of 1841, is nowa 
grown area, with only a few broken slabs of granite here and 
there, and vestiges of concrete pathways or areas, to mark the 
former existence of the buildings which ten years since were so 
closely crowded within its limits. At the rear the busy hum 
of the suburbs fills the narrow thoroughfares stretching north 
and west, whilst along the river bank to the eastward still rise 
the blackened columns of the native warehouses destroyed by 
the conflagrations ensuing upon the hostilities of 1856. Further 
up the river the scene grows more cheerful, for, passing the 
establishment of the Foreign Customs, a neat building in the 
European style, the eye rests upon the solid river wall, green 
croquet-ground, and multiplying buildings of the Shamien site, 
the new position for British residences. This newly established 
settlement, occupying perhaps the coolest and most healthy situ- 
ation in the South of Chins, (and differing thus greatly from 
the confined and sultry locality of the old factories) is an 
artificial island, constructed during the military occupation of 
Canton by the allied troops, on tho site of a sand flat, at the 
south-western extremity of the suburbs, and immodiately 
facing the broad outlet of the Macao Reach. A solid sea-wall 
of dressed granite, rising about four above the highest 
level of high water, encloses the site, whiol filled in with 
sand and the rubble derived from the old ruins, and 
forms an oval of about 800 yards in length, and 300 in ex- 
treme breadth, A canal 100 foct in width divides this site 
from the Chinese suburb; and the land itself, divided into 
lots, was sold some years since to the various merchants, 
All the British houses and most of the few Germans, 
with a considerable number of Parsees and Moormen, owa 
lots on Shamien, but owing to the depreased condition 
of trade, but few substantial houses have been erected. 
The new buildings of the British Consulate, recently com- 
pleted, occupy a central position facing the river, and ap- 
pear to offer ample accommodation to the various officers 
stationed at this port; and, at the extreme western point, a 
very neat church and parsonage were among the first buildings 
constructed. Three or four large houses and as many bungalows 
are all that have yet been erected by the mercantile community, 
who have not felt encouraged to do more than erect mat sheds 
(by courtesy bungalows) for occupation during the summer, 
retiring for the cold season to the Chinese houses which line 
the river bank on the side opposite the city. A sad apathy is 
but too visible by even a transient visitor at Canton, The once 
numerous British firms have been reduced to barely a tithe of 
their former number, and these for the most part represented 
by but a single clerk apiece. The proximity of Hong Kong and 
the facilities afforded by cheap steam communication have con- 
curred in almost suppressing Canton as a place of foreign busi- 
ness, except for a very limited description of merchaudise. 

Mr. Cobden’s pet theory respecting the manner in which 
trade should be carried on with China has been in a measure 
worked out at this place, and the results, as regards the ma- 
jority of British merchants, is not satisfactory. Cheap conti- 
nental houses, established at Hong Kong, find great advantage 
in dealing with the Chinese brokers who visit the colony to 
transact business ; but the result, however favourable to the 
revenue of Hong Kong, is by no means calculated to advance the 
interests of genuine British trade with China, Notwithstanding 
their paucity in numbers gnd stagnation in business, however, 
the Cantonions have the reputation of being a sociable and 
agreeable community, which is more than can be said for many 
more favoured settlements on the coast. 

Some amusement has been excited here by the statement, 
copied in one of your late numbers from a Freuck source, 
setting forth the gratifying news that the “Bureau of 
Sciences and Arts” at Peking had reported favourably upon 
railways and telegiaphs, and strovgly recommended their 
introduction, Probably none but a Frenchmen would 
be ignorant or unblushing enough to speak of a “ Burcau 
of Science and Art” in connection with @ Government which 
Knows nothing of acience and gonsiders art heneath its notice; 
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but you may rest assured not only that no such “Bureau,” or} from his territory. The Island of Singapore itself has un- 


anything like it, exists in China, but that the Chinese Govern- 
ment will resist to the death the spread of what it has already 
pronounced dangerous and revolutionary innovations. A Rus- 
sian gentleman, M., or Count Hippolyte, has but recently re- 
turned home from Peking, where he has sought in vain the 
consent of the Government to extend the Russian telegraph 
from Kiachta through Chinese territory. The hoax I have 
above referred to probably owed its origin to the inventive 
mind of the individual who some years ago published an ac- 
count in Paris of the Peking @azetés, a dry and harmless little 
record of atale official documents, which he described asa daily 
newspaper of the size of the Moniteur, with a comic supple- 
ment (!) frequently containing caricatures of foreigners. ‘This 
is worse, if anything, than the “ Bureau of Sciences.” 








SIAM. 


BANGKOK. 

Dates are down to the 23rd December, A considerable im- 
provement is notized in business generally. The circular of 
Messrs. Scott and Co, reports the Bessie losding for London, but 
no arrivals or departures direct with Europe or America. 
Several were loading for China, Java, &. 

Rick,—The supplies are moderate, and a good demand has 
sprung up, which causes prices to keep high, but when the 
market is abundantly supplied, say about the end of next 
month, or in February, s considerable fall is anticipated. 
Present rates are as follows:—Common cargo, 55 tls. per 
koyan, There is still » groat deal of water on the ground, 
which interferes with the harvest, but the greater part will be 
secured by February. Beyond doubt the crop is the largest 
that has been produced here for many years. 

Sucar.—There is very little of last year’s produce remaining, 
and for local consumption small quantities command 12; tls. 
per picul for No. 1, and 114 tls per picul for No.2. The 
growing canes are in a backward state, caused by the large 
quantity of water still on the ground, and they require another 
month of dry weather to ripen, so that we do not look for sup- 
plies of new sugar arriving to market before February. 





JAVA, 
BATAVIA, 

Great dissatisfaction is felt among all the merchants and 
tradespeople in Batavia about the narrow-minded laws and 
regulations at the office of imports and exports, which become 
80 troublesome and unbearable that it is said the port might as 
well be shut against general trade if this is to be continued. 
The explanation which the functionaries are pleased to give to 
the teuor of the laws and regulations under which they are to 
act and the execution of their duties accordingly, seem to have 
no small share in adding to this feeling of dissatisfaction. 

By order of the Governor-General, the ports of Telok-Betong 
in the Lampong districts, and Tandjong-Pandan in Billitan 
have been declared to be free ports from the 1st January, 
1866,—Telok-Betong, a port in the Lompong districts, has 
been nearly destroyed by fire. Loss valued at one million. 

The production of coffee and sugar in Java is this year 
far greater than was expected. The original approximation 
was: 820,500 piculs coffee, and 1,138,718 piculs sugar, 
whilst the real production is: 926,741 piculs coffee and 
1,786,915 piculs sugar, which will realise about 70 millions,

pore Pepper” and “ Singapore Gambier ” is almost entirely the 
growth of the mainland of Johore, from which it is conveyed 
to the market here in small open boats. For a long time the 
Tumongong was content to allow these products to pass from 
his territory unnoticed, deriving no other benefit than the 
revenue which he exacted from the cultivators, by means of 
the opium and gambling farms. The Malay potentate how- 
ever, has of late years become more enlightened as to the 
advantages which the absolute possession of a largo fer- 
tile territory in the immediate proximity of one of the 
largest Eastern markets gives him, and, guided by tho od- 
vice of tolerably astute advisers, he seems now resolved 
to turn his position to the best account by changing 
the market for the produce of his territory from Singapore to 
his own capital at Tanjong Putri, With this object he has 
issued what we must take as a preliminary decree, that no 
produce shall be exported from his country unless it is 
previously brought to Tanjong Putri and an export permit 
obtained. No export duty is imposed, but by thus bringing 
together, from the various rivers by which Johore is inter- 
sected, the entire produce of his territory to one point, 
he will have half accomplished his purpose; and at 
the other half he is at present dilligently at work This

CHINA IMPORTS. 
HONG KONG. 

Corton Yarn.—This article shows a decline in value equal to about 
$5 per picul, when compared with the quotations of the proceding fort- 
night, The only settlement reported consists of 25 bales of very common 
‘Twist, Grey Shirtings: There is but little demand at present among 
the Chinese dealers for these goods, their previous purchases “ to arr 
sutticing apparently for their present wants, while the receipts by the Ariel, 
Ladye Love, and Crest of the Wave have for the time given them large 
stocks to choose from. Prices show a decline ranging from 15 to 25 
cents per piece, and actual sales are reported at 2,500 pieces to 
Chinese, 14,000 pieces to foreign buyers, and about 6,000 pieces 
of sea damaged goods sold by auction, White Shirtings: Remain 
without material alteration to notice and sales are

Coats.—Hong Kong: The arrivals since last report amount to 3,600 
tonsof English and North Wales qualities, of which 1,000 tons even for 
consamers and 1,600 tons bad been sold to arrive at $14. The remain- 
ing 1 ,000 tons will probably realise the same price, but are held for an 
advance, Australian scarce and in demand, and may be quoted $1050 
to$R1. Shanghai: There has been a less active market for coals during 
the past fortnight, and but few sales can now be reported. Quotations 
from ship here are:—For English steam coals, 10 to 10-5 tls. per ton;

CHINA EXPORTS, 

Canron.—A very limited business has been done in this market since

nearly the same as those last quoted, 

Amoy.—During the fortnight a good steady business hax been done for 
America at about previous rates. There are still about 5,000 packages 
to arrive from the country, but they principally consist of very common 
and interior descriptions, 

FoocHow.—The Tea market has remained active during the fortnight. 
Congous: On receipt of the London mails of 10th and 17th October 
buyers entered the market, and in a few days swept off nearly the whole of 
the remaining stock, thereby causing an advance of from one to two tacls. 

L atterly transactions bave become restricted, owing to the smallness and 
the poor assortment of what remains unsold. Qolongs have been in good 
demand at previous quotations, other kinds have been dealt in to a small 
extent at previous quotations. 

SHaNnGHaL—Black Teas: The stock on offer at date of our last has 
been cleared at previous rates. About 4,000 chests of cominon Uonam 
and Ningchow have since arrived and been placed on the market, which 
when sold will nearly close our export forthe season. There will no 
doubt be a deficiency of 5,000,000 Ibs. in the shipments from this and the 
fiver ports as compared with last year's. Settlzments amount to 75.000 
chests common Oonam to fair Ningchow kind, at tls. 20 to 98. There 
have been no re-shipments, and the stock comprises only 3,500 chests. 

Hanxow.—Settlements during the fortnight amounted to something 
cover 4,600 chests at fully up to previous rates.

THE ROYAL NAVY OF 1865 AND 1866. 

In 1965 the Royal Navy of Great Britain was composed of 765 ships 
of all classes, of which 193 were in actual commission (carrying 3996 
guns), exclusive of Royal yachts, tendera, gunboats, cruisers, tugboats, &c., 
engaged in harbour duty. - This list comprised 16 ships of from 70 to 104 
guns, mounting 1,276 guns; 27 of from 30 to 67 guns, carrying 1,119 
guns; 29 of from 2) to 29 guns, carrying 638 guns; 38 of from 10 to 19 
guns, carrying 556 guns; and 83 of from | to 9 guns, carrying 347 guas. 
Of the above 11 were either in all or partly iron cased, and their joint 
armaments represented 216 guns. In addition to this number there were 
then building 28 ships of all classes, namely, four iron screw ships, one iron 
screw corvette, one hydraulic iron cased vessel, two double-screw iron and 
wood gunboats, and 20 wooden screw ships, frigates, corvettes, &c.

It will thus be seen that the Royal Navy for 1866 is constituted of fewer 
commissioned ships than it was in 1865, and has a lesser armament of 
guns. But it must not, therefore, by any means be inferred that its 
efficiency has been sacrificed in a corresponding degree, or that we stand 
‘ina less secure position than we did at the coramencement of 1865. A 
glance at the analyses above will show a reduction in three out of five 
classes of ships of our navy, while other two are equal as regards numbers, 
In the iron-clad fleet there has been a considerable increase, and when we 
look around at the reserve of armour-clad ships, and note the number that 
could be brought into service in the case of emergency at the shortest 
notice, our feeling of security is complete. 

‘The satisfaction, in the face of an apparent lessening of our defensive 
strength, may be easily explained. The maritime wars of England will 
never again be fought with such ships as the names of Nelson, Howe, 
Collingwood, or Jervis were associated with. ‘heir date of service as 
war-ships has passed away, as has been conclusively proved by the history 
of the past three or four years. The world has been told that a single 
fleet steamer, mountin;: one or two guns of heavy calibre, could inflict the 
most serious damage on the navy of apowerful State, and pass from one 
depredation to another with peculiar immunity, until, in turn, she fell in 
with a hastily-constructed ironclad, mounting superior calibre to her own, 
and then the tide of success soon turned. So it would be with England 
in case of war. Of all our large ships and frigates how tmany would it 
be safe to send to sea to confront an enemy? One vessel of the Wyvern 
or Scorpion class, capable of steaming at a greater speed than ordinary 
ships, would “ run the gauntlet,” as it is termed, of & whole squadron of 
frigates unscatched, leaving behind her doubtless some of the ships in a 
sinking state. It is but a question of three essentials—the best Lind of 
armour, the greatest possible speed, and the best kind of gun : provided 
with these one small ship would overmatch whatever might be brought 
against her unless alike provided for defence and offeace. When such 
ships, therefore, as the Edgar, the Hawke, or the Blenheim are paid out 
of commission, and are placed in that ill-defined class, “the ordinary,” the 
public have a right to be pleased with the putting aside an arm of the ser- 
vice which has become powerless for all practical purposes in upholding 
the ships of their class as men-of-war. Looking at it merely in thie ab- 
stract view it is satisfactory ; but, beyond this, the public expenses are 
considerably lessened, and a fine body of first-class seamen are set free to 
join ships of the navy of the present day.- 





























REPRESENTATION OF THE CoLontes IN PartiameNT.—Mr. Mont- 
gomery Martin, formerly Colonial Treasurer at Hong Kong, has addressed 
the following letter to The Times on this subje Sir,— During the dis- 
cussion for a reconstruction of the House of Commons, or for a redistribu- 
tion of political power, permit me to put in a word for some absent 
fellow-citizens who cannot be in England next month in time for the 
adjudication of this subject. My proposition is to admit the intelligent, 
wealthy, and populous dominions of the Crown beyond the mere precincts 
of Great Britain and Ireland to havea voice in the Imperial Legislature. — 
My last petition to the House of Commons, presented by Sir John 
Pakington, sets forth the basis on which the proposition is founded. In 
few wordsit is, that those integral parts of the empire termed, for want of 
any belter name, “ colonies,” shall be authorised to send representatives to 
the House of Commons, who shall sit therein and vote on all questions but 
such as affect the internal taxation of the people of the United Kingdom. 
Thus, for instance, the “colonies” possessing \! responsible government” 
to be authorised to depute from their local Houses of Assembly one or 
more representatives for the Imperial Parliament, to be elected for five 
or for seven years—or for the duration of the House of Commons - to which 
they are delegated. Canada to elect two representatives ; Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, and Newfoundland one each— 
six; New South Wales, Victoria, South Australia, Queensland, Tasmania, 
and New Zealand, one each—six ; the West ludia Islands, one ; British 
Guiana, one; Cape of Good Hope, one; Natal, one; Mauritius, one; 
Ceylon, one; Malta, one—seven ; Calcutta, one; Madras, one; Bombay, 
one —three. Total, 22. These two-and-twenty voices or votes could have 
but small influence on the party divisions of 650 members; but they 
would be listened to and be respected on all questions affecting the 
constituencies and interests which they represented, At present, the 
House of Commons practically declares war against any foreign Power 
without those constituencies being heard, although their lives and proper 
are immediately placed in jeopardy by such declaration of war. Tari 
of trade and treaties of commerce are made without ever hearing how 
they may affect millions of British subjects and hundreds of millions of 
property belonging to them. Surely this is not just? We are now re- 
quiring British America, Australasia, &c., to provide their own means of 
defence against foreign aggression, such aggression being the result of 
votes or decrees of the Imperial Parliament, where those now absent mil. 
lions have no voice! There are various other arguments of policy, 
prudence, and nationality in favour of the course I have so long advocated 
as one of the best means of union and strength for the wide-spread British 
Etapire, which is weak and vulnerable at many points while disunited, but 
may be made the most powerful, prosperous, and durable kingdom that 
has ever yet existed on this earth.” .

FRANCE AND THE FAR EAST. 

Tue annual expos of the situation of the Empire, published, 
as usual, by the French Government at the commencement of 
the year, contains a few passages which demand a place in our 
columns. Under the head of Marine we find the following :— 
“The situation of affairs is so far improved in China that 
“we are not called upon to occupy ourselves with the defence 
“of European interests formerly so seriously threatened by the 
“Taipings. In Japan, since the events of Simonoseki, which 
“led, in 1864, to a new Convention with tho Tycooy, our re- 
“lations have continued to improve. In presence of these facts, 
“our naval station there has been reduced to its ordinary propor- 
“tions, Cochin China sées our authority confirmed ; calmness 
“and peace reign amid the population, which comprehends more 
“and more every day how valuable our authority is to all their 
“interests, The judicial service, organised by the decree of 
“the 25th July, 1864, was organised at Saigon in the month of 
“March last. Public instruction has been the object of con- 
“stant solicitude on the part of the local Government ; at the 
“present moment the schools number twenty-four and the 
“pupils six hundred, to which must be added two hundred boys 
“and girls at the college of the Bishop of Adran. An agricul- 
“tural commission has been formed at Saigon. The maritime 
“ movement as well as the coasting trade exhibit a constantly 
“ growing increase; commerce, likewise, follows an upward 
“course ; the financial situation improves every year, and the 
“«public works proceed with activity.” 

The Imperial school of Oriental living languages has edited 
a grammar of the Javanese language, the first that has appeared 
in France. The Imperial Priuting-office also announces the ap- 
pearance of a Javanese grammar, by the Abbé Favre, but we 
presume that the two works are one and the same. 














SILK IN FRANCE. 

Tne state of affairs at Lyons has undergone a great change ; 
the quantity of raw silk taken into consumption has fallen off 
considerably during the past fortnight. During the week end- 
ing with the 27th January only 769 bales of silk were regis- 
tered by the Condition office, the total weight being 54,138 kilo- 
grammes, or 6,696 kilos. less than during the prereding 
week ; last week, that ending Feb. 3, the quantity was still less, 
namely, 645 bales, weighing 44,703 kilos.; thus exhibit- 
ing a falling off of 9,500 kilos. as compared with the previous 
week, and of 12,000 kilos, as compared with the same week 
last year. No uneasiness is expressed at this change in the 
aspect of the market, for it is remembered that during the past 
two months the purchases have been very heavy ; besides, the 
stock on hand is very much reduced, and holders demand heavier 
terms than manufacturers are willing at present to pay. More- 
over, the Fronch purchasers are naturally watching the English 
market with great interest; they declare that the late prices 
demanded for the silk from the Levant were far beyond the 
comparative value of the material, and trust that the fall which 
has taken place is only the commencement of a heavier one, 
The prices in England, of course, have a great influence on the 
French market ; and while the stock keeps so low as it is at 
present in France that influence is all the more powerful. There 
is much said at Lyons about a judicious return to normal 





prices ; but while no stock either of the raw material or of the 
manufactured article worth mentioning is in the warebouses, 
some people may probably be of opinion that the words judicious 
and normal are not quite in unison with the state of the 
market and the proposition for a reduction in the price.

PAPERS ON CHINA ORDERED. 

Colonel Nortu : Correspondence which has taken place relative to the 
sickness and mortality in the 2nd Battalion of the 9th Regiment and 2nd 
Battalion of the 11th Regiment in China and Japan. 

Colonel Srxes: Correspondence in the Colonial-office respecting the ren- 
dition by the acting Governor of Hong Kong, Mr. Mercer, to the Chinese 
authorities at Canton, of a person described in the public’ journals as the 
Mo-Wong, and his barbarous execution. 
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‘The military invalids brought on Feb. 8 from Hong Kong and the 
Cape of Good Hope in Messrs. Teighe and Smith's ship Gresham were 
disembarked and forwarded to the Royal Victoria Military Hospital at 
Netley. A board of officers, consisting of Rear-Admiral G. G. Wel- 
lesley, Colonel Shadwell, Adjutant Quartermaster-General, Dr. Innes, 
the principal medical officer of the S.W. district, and other officers, 
afterwards assembled on board the Gresham to inquire into the causes of 
the excessive rate of mortality which had prevailed among the troops 
during the voyage home, upwards of 40 men, women, and children having 
died on board since the vessel sailed from Hong Kong. The report of 
the Board was to the effect that the large number of death» was solely 
attributable to the weak and sickly state of the troops at the time of 
embarkation at Hong Kong, the accommodation afforded to the troops on 
board the ship, the height between decks, and their thorough venti 
proving the Gresham to be a ship of unusual excellence for troop-carr 
duties. The officers accompanying the troops on the voyage expre: 
themselves in terms of warm admiration of the conduct of the commander 
of the Gresham, Captain Brayley, and especially with the mencer in 
which he endeavoured by every means in his power to anticipate the wants 
of the sick during the voyage. 

In our last (says the Army and Navy Gazette) we mentioned several 
movements of regiments about to take place. The following may now 
be considered as settled. ‘They in some respects modify, and in some add

(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph. 

Sm,—It is a feir subject of inquiry whether the Tycoon’s Government 
iteelf is not concerned in the adulteration of silk bales, of which our mer- 
chants at Yokohama so bitterly complain, very mixed and inferior qualities 
making a large proportion in the deliveries to order. In China we know the 
supervision of business transactions with foreigners, so far as the strict 
falfilment of contracts is concerned, is excessively loose, but in Japan 
every minutia of the trade, even to the recalling of produce on its way to 
the open ports, is held well in hand by the officials at Osaca, who persist 
in regulating trade transactions for political and other purposes. We 
have had abundant evidence of their endeavour to restrict exports as well as 
iy and this making up of parcels of common kinds, ostensibly 
of fine silks, is, I apprehend, only another form of discouraging foreign 
purchasers, and so neutralising that greater freedom of intercourse 
which circumstances compel them to allow. This communication 
will answer its purpose of leading to some expression of opinion 
onthe subject in your columns by merchants resident at Y. and 
other ports ; and especially in calling the attention of Her 
voy to the subject. In the revision of the treaty, we must distinctly stipu- 
late for all that our present treaty rights merely imply. The Japanese by 
their cunning beat us in details, in the carrying out of articles not loosel 
but too comprehensively worded for the Japanese mind. For myself, 
sball not complain of any Jength which the revised British treaty may as- 
sume. Brevity is the soul of wit, but I am doubtful of its efficiency in 
dealing with the Japgnese mind.— Yours, &c., Ane LuporteR.

Continental Lutelligence, 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, Fes. 8. 

Since a fortnight we are thrown into a ministerial crisis, 
which occurred on the most unexpected moment. The Cabinet 
—and in the first place our premier Mr. Thorbecke—enjoyed 
the: majority of both the Chambers of the States General and 
the confidence of nearly the whole country. Without a vote 
of distrust, without the fact that one of the proposed bills 
was rejected, we at once heard that Messrs, Thorbecke and 
Olivier had asked for their diemission, while Messrs. Van de 
Putte and Cremers had placed their “ portefeuilles” at the 
disposal of the King. I need not say that this fact caused the 
most painful impression throughout the country, while it 
was supposed that the Liberal system would fall with the 
eminent leader of the Liberal school, After some days had 
elapsed, the King charged Mr. Fransen van de Putte, a states- 
man of some two years, to compose a new cabinet, with the aid of 
Mr. Van Bosse, who afterwards declined. Every day has brought 
its rumours about those who would be invited to be members 
of the new Cabinet, but nothing can be said thereabout, with 
any security. In truth, all that we koow is that we 
know nothing—not only about the new members, but also 
about the reason of the crisis. It is said—as I told you— 
that a difference of opinion had arisen between Mr. Thor- 
becke and Mr. Van de Putte, about the introduction of the 
code penal in India, but this rumour is generally distrusted, 
and in the first place by the Liberal papers. On the other 
hand, it is believed, that the fall of Thorbecke has been caused 
solely by the intrigues of Mr. Kappayue van de Cappellen and 
others. But, as I said to you, I cannot say what is the 
truth, and no paper can say it for me. This, however, is 
certain that it will bevery difficult for Mr. Fransen van de Putte 
to form a new Cabinet, and when formed no long life can 
be predicted for it. Our political condition just now bears 
considerable resemblance to the atmospheric phenomena 
experienced in tropical climates when a tornado or earthquake 
ig about to bring troubloand alarm upon men, and the imminent 
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cloud which hangs ominously in the political horizon of the 
new Cabiuet is the Culture Bill, that being the turning point 
of the Ministerial policy. 

A new Ministry has been formed, constituted as follows :— 
Colonies, M. Fransen van der Putte; Finance, M. Vanbosse ; 
Interior, M. Geertsema ; Foreign Affairs, M. Cremers; Justice, 
M. Picke ; War, and ad interim Marine, M. Blanken. M. Thor- 
becke has been appointed Minister of State, and M. Olivier 
Commander of the Order of the Dutch Lion. 

The last mail brought the aews that the steamer Platypus was expected 
‘at Batavia, coming from Queensland, with the aim to make an inquit 
for the steam line between Austrelia and Batavia. The Java Bode, whi 
inserted this news, says:—“ The interest which is shown as well in Aus- 
tralia as at Singapore differs singularly with the equivocal and indifferent 
words of our Minister of the Colonial Department.” I believe now that 
T can give you the assurance that Mr. Fransen van de Putte will not 
grant the subsidy, of which I spoke in my last letter. 

The Peruvian man-of. war Independenzia has been lying off Ter Neuen, 
and was joined there by seventy Englishmen. As this sbip, which was 
built in England, was obliged to leave that country, her appearance en our 
coast created some sensation at the Hague. The Minister of Foreign 
Affairs at once ordered that H.M. steam frigate Atel Herreg van Nassau 
should start for Ter Neuzen, to watch the Independeazia, and to prevent 
international laws as well as the neutrality of our country from being vio- 
lated. An inquiry, however, made by the Secretary. General of Foreign 
‘Affairs, led to the conviction that this ship was really a Peruvian man-of- 
wiar, and that there was no danger at all that our neutral position would be 
volated. The Adolf, however. will remain in the proximity of the Zn- 

ia to preventany difficulty. 

Our Minister of the Marine Department, Mr. J. C, Huyssen van 
Kattendyke, aftera severe illners of several weeks, died yesterday, at the age 
of 50 ‘The country loses in hima great statesman. General Blanken, 
minisier of the war department, is appointed ad interim to the department 
of marine. 

An anti-Church, or rather anti-Christian, movement has been working 
here for some time past. I told you that one of our most eminent 

reachers, Dr. Pierson, had resigned as M.D. and published a brochure, 
in which he said that the “ Church” was no longer a want of our age. 
He followed the example of Mr. Busken Huet, in resigning. Since Mr. 
Pierson left for Heidelberg, a paper war has been going un between the most 
learned of our clergy, and it is strange, but true, that atill more of them 
have resigned. Every day our papers make mention of the fact that 
“ Domine” X or Y solicits for a civil positioa—director, journalist, clerk, 
&e., and not unfrequently they return to college to study for the medical 
or rofession. These are the first consequences of the new doctrine 
what will be the final ones ? 

‘As soon as the Members of Parliament assemble, a bill will be intro- 
duced, by which it is proposed to abolish capital punishment. There is, 
however, still a very vehement opposition against the measure, which is 
much strengthened by the singular fact, that several years have elapsed 
without so many murders having been committed as have been perpe- 
trated within the last few weeks. 

‘Within a few days a new opera, “ Aleida van Holland,” music by our 
compatriot, Mr. W. F. Thooft, will be brought en scene in our theatre. It 
is said that it will be a very meritorious musical work. 

De Tyd, our clerical paper, has gathered now 150 000f. in behalf of 
the Pope. It is not only the Dutch money which the Holy Father wants, 
he wants also our young men, who in large numbers engage themselres 
for the Papal army, in spite of the warnings that they never can return 
to their mother country as Dutchmen, while all those who serve foreign 
monarchs, without the consent of their king, lose their national rights, 

‘The rinderpest still spreads itself moro and more; the plague has 
attacked five provinces, viz.~-North Holland, South Holland, Utrecht,- 
North Brabant and Zeeland. The official returns show that since the out- 
break of the plague till the Srd inst., 39,560 beasts were attacked, of 
which 10,580 died, 7,911 were slaughtered, 12,182 recovered, while the 
rest remained under treatment. The Goverament returns more and more 
to the system ordering the slaughter of the beasts which are attacked. 

A general exposition of art and industry will be opened on the 17th of 
June till the 17th of October in the Crystal Palace in Amsterdam. 

‘The Kai-yoo-maru, a fine steam frigate built for the Japanese Govern- 
ment by the Dutch Trading Company, is approaching completion, and is 
expected to leave for Japan about September next. Sheis about 2,400 
tons measurement, 450-horse power, and will carry a battery of 26 heavy 
guns, most of them rifled.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FRoM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hampore, Fes. 7. 

T am now enabled to announce to your readers that the Aus- 
strian expedition to the Far East is at length fully decided on 
by the Council of Ministers, and only awaits formal coufir- 
mation on the part of the Emperor. ‘Though as yet many of 
the details are not settled, the broad features of the plan agreed 
to are as follows :—The expedition is to be entirely of a diploma- 
tic nature, and its object is to negotiate treaties of amity and 
commerce with China, Siam, aud Japan. It will be placed 
wnder the command of Rear-Admiral Von Tegethof, who com- 





tmanded the Austrian frigate Schwartzenberg in the action of the 
9th of May, 1864, with a Danish squadron in the North Sea, 
off Heligoland, and who was promoted to his present rank for 
the gallantry he displayed on that occasion, though his seaman- 
ship has been called into question for permitting his ships, 
under steam, to allow the Danish squadron to come down and 
pour in a raking fire in succession, which occasioned the severe 
loss he suffered (116 killed and wounded out of a complement 
of 350 men), besides setting fire to the frigate’s foretopmast 
and bowsprit, which obliged her to decline further fighting, 
and bear up for Cuxhaven to repair damages. That ship is 
now cruising in the Levant, still under the command of the 
same officer, who has been recalled by telegraph to fit out the 
vessel at the Imperial Arsenal at Pola for the approaching ex- 
pedition, which is to start in March. The Schwartzenberg will 
bo accompanied by the corvette Archduke Frederick, Captain 
Wipplinger, who will be placed under the orders of the Rear- 
Admiral. The latter vessel has been stationed in the North 
Sea ever since the war with Denmark, but is now on her way 
to the Adriatic, having also been recalled telegraphically. ‘The 
diplomatic uegotiations will be confivled to the Chevalier Karl 
von Scherzer, the historiin of the “ Expedition of the Novara,” 
who has been selected for the post by the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, and for which he is in every respect eminently qualified. 


' He will have under him a diplomatist from the Foreigu Office, 


in the person of the Councillor of Legation {sfordink, a gentle- 
man of experience, and well versed in the details of drawing up 
treaties, ‘Ihe ships are to be fitted out for two years’ foreign 
service. 

The circumstance that may be said to have led immediately 
to the decision being so suddenly taken is the official report 
lately sent in by Rear Admiral von Tegethof of his examination 
of the state of the Suez Canal and its prospects for the future; 
which report is of such a favourable nature as to demonstrate 
to the satisfaction of the Council of Ministers the importance 
of the opening of the canal for Austrian interests, aud the 
necessity for being prepared in time to take advantage of it, 
or else the cream will be skimmed off by France and Italy, 
who are also in the field and taking active measures for 
securing at least their fair share of the anticipated enormous 
traffic that must take place by the new route to the Far Kast. 

At Trieste the intelligence has been received with the 
greatest satisfaction and enthusiasm, as was to be expected, 
and already a prospectus is being prepared for the formatioa 
of a new company to run a live of steamers between that 
port and India, China, and Japan, to be ready to commence 
operations as soon a3 the Suez Canal is opeucd for the passage 
of large vessels. 

The Russian journals seem untiring in their praises of the new telegraph.

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A Treatise on the Nature and Cultivation of Coffee : With some 
Remarks onthe Management and Purchase of Coffee Estates. 
By Arthur W. Lascelles, Managing Director Moyar Coffee Com- 
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pany (Limited). London: Sampson Low, Son, and Marston. 
—tThe author of the above work treats very ably of the effects 
of various elevations on the plant, but that part of the volume 
which will engage most attention is where he enters on the 
question of comparative outlay and returns. To reduce the 
expenditure is of course the great problem occupying the 
minds of planters, and the topic necessarily involves the con- 
sideration of the entire treatment of the plant and the ripened 
berry. Unquestionably there is much loss in existing pro- 
cesses, which more diffused experience will curtail. We notice 
in the Colombo Observer a letter pointing out the great loss on 
large estates from the neglect of planters, especially in wet 
weather, to separate promptly “tails” and “ washings.” As to 
the land, when needing a stimulant, the author advises a 
compost of coffee pulp, wood-ashes, and common salt, with 
thoroughly decomposed vegetable matter. The ordinary phos 
phate of lime sold in England is also recommended for the 
securance of continued fruitfulness. Other items connected 
with general cultivation, the condition in which the berry 
should be gathered, and the process of curing, are minutely 
adverted to, with the operations that succeed curing, and relate 
to preparation for export. To the influence of the system of 
cultivation adopted we are disposed to attach the very highest 
importance, and the author does not undervalue it, Mr. Lascelles 
affirms that as to qaality—though opinions on this point differ— 
it is moreinfluenced by cultivation than elevation. Adopting 
the analogies provided by the growth of coreals, we cannot 
well do otherwise than adopt the same conclusion ; it is cer- 
tainly indisputable that careful cultivation increases the crop. 
The author places the average selling price of coffee on parch- 
ment at Colombo, as on the coast of India, at 60s. per cwt., and 
charges for subsequent preparation and shipping at £5 per ton. 
The emphasis which Mr. Lascelles places on the valuation 
of estates on the basis of an average of three or four years, 
shows his conviction that a very different principle has at 
times: obtained. He would suspect a bumper crop as the result 
of very “extraordinary manuring and pruning.” The warning 
as to the introduction of Coffee Companies by Financial Associa- 
tions, who necessarily demand high commissions, and who 
are the first afters certain time to flood the market with the 
shares which make part of tho price for the purchase 
of their influence, is applicable to all companies of 
an industrial character. But in view of the numerous Ceylon 
Coffee and even Tea Companies that are probably destined to 
make their appearance, and the fact that Financial Companies 
are active bidders for promotion of business, the warning is 
not without importance, coming as it does from one who has 
looked closely into the conditions of profitable cultivation, and 
who extends his survey of results beyond “the guarantee 
period ” to the time when estates should return the full capital 
invested, together with handsome interest. It is possible that 
@ property may, during the period of guarantee, yield, bya 
system of forced tillage injurious to the soil, a very high return, 
and as a consequence relapse into a condition requiring a 
heavy drain on capital to produce in future even average crops. 


Cuarxa Corrow.—The Railay, Bunking and Commercial Alnanack, 
in speaking of the countries to which deficiency of cotton supplies in 1865 
should be credited, remarks of China: “The latter country may be 
omitted from future calculations ; it does. not grow enough for its own con- 
sumption ; what it has sent to Europe of late years bas been forced hither 
by excessively high prices ; and when that temporary stimulus is withdrawn, 

it temporary effect protiuced by it ceases, —added to which the ingenious 
varieties of fraud and adulteration for which our Chinese friends possess 
such an inherent talent, and which they have an opportunity of indulging 
without stint in preparing and packing cotton, have disgusted European 
‘customers who have fenerally letermined to look elsewhere for what they 
require. We may add to the foregsing, thatat present, prices both for China 
and Japan cotton are merely nominal ; according to last official accounts 
the quantity at sea from India and China amounts to 186,000 bales.” 

Kipyarrep By a Cxixaman. - The desire of the Chinese to adopt 
European children appears to be so stong as to lead them in some in- 
stances to break the law. Recently a Chinaman was arrested upon the 
criminal charge of stealing a child. The accused states that he fas had 
the child in bis possession for some time, and we can only say that it looks 
as if it had been well cared for. We have reason for expressing a desire 
that the case will be fully investigated. In connexion with this, we may 
state that the Chinese have a great inclination to adopt European male 
children to whom their cast of countenance may be pleasing. Instances 
are under our own knowledge where the Celestial has offered a good round 
ours in exchange for a child to whom he had taken a liking. — Australian

The Economist says :-— 

‘The demand for silver for the East, to 
the best authorities, likely to last fora maath or soto come. After that, 
in all likelihood, the cotton payments will be provided for, and we may 
expect increased ease. But we must not even then expect great ease. 
Ordinary credit is sound. The revelations of the Joint-Stock Discount 
Company and other such companies are disastrous to those concerned, 
but they bave no diffused effect. The public at large never heard of 
them; their momentary success wasknown only within a small circle, and 
their present disasters will spread dismay within that circle only. There 
are no signs of acollapse in industry—not even of a mitigated and minor 
collapse such as we had last year, far less of such a collapse as in the spring 
of 1848 or 1858. Aad till tbat bappens—so long as trade continues as 
vigorous as now—the value of money will continue a now. To some 
extent, it is said, the high rates of interest have checked transactions, but 
we are not inclined to believe they have done so to a great extent, 

Tho telegram from Hong Kong of the mails of the 16th 
January arrived on the 3lst, which is the quickest time, we 
believe, on record, 

The Hindustan, Chinaand Japan Bank has complied with the 
standing orders in respect to its Bill for the reduction of the 
nominal amount of shares to be brought forward this session. 
The Bill passed the Examiners on the 30th ult. 

The biddings for £350,000 in bills on India took place at 
the Bank of England. The proportions allotted were—to Cal- 
cutta, £244,100; to Madras, £5,900; and to Bombay, 
£87,200, The minimum price was as before, 1s. 114d.on Cal- 
cutta and Madras, and 1s. 113d. on Bombay. Tenders on 
Calcutta and Madras at 2s. will receive about 85 per cent., and 
on Bombay at 2s, 04d. in full ; above these prices in full, A 
slight increase is thus shown in the demand for means of 
remittance to Calcutta, and a diminution as regards Bombay.

The directors have always 
urged upon the Government the imperative necessity for alternative lines, 
to provide against those contingencies which cannot be avoided, and they 
regard the Red Sea line as offering advantages in all respects far superior 
to any other, from its sectional short lengths and the commercial import- 
‘ance and returns of the line when opened.
